Mrs. Jos. Neutzling had a long 
letter in the Columbus Dispatch this 
week giving her views on the closing 
of the State Bindery. 

She relates that in 1867 the bin- 
dery was opened in a buiding on the 
grounds of the State School for the 
Deaf for the purpose of giving the 
deaf students instruction in book- 
binding. About twenty-five years ago 
the building housing the bindery was 
condemned as unsafe and the mach- 
inery was moved to another building 
downtown. Mrs. Neutzling remarks 
that the same buiding is now stand- 
ing and housing the printing shop and 
the cabinet shop — both using far 
heavier machinery than the bindery 
did. It was probably politics that 
got the bindery away from its ori- 
ginal purpose. The following is 
quoted from Mrs. Ncuizling's letter: 
"Now, the appropriation cut mil. 
necessitates the closing of its doors, 
throwing its employes out of work, 
perhaps to swell the relief lists. : 
of the normal workers probably will 
be able to secure positions with other 
firms, but what about the deaf- 
mutes? Although they are equally as 
capable as their hearing brethren, yet 
many avenues of employment are 
closed to them by reason of discrimi- 
nation by industrial insurance 
companies as well as a lack of under- 
standing of their quaifications by 
employers. 

1 >eaf-mutes are quick to learn and 
easily understand what is required, 
by a simple sign or gesture. 

"They strive to be self-supporting 
and seldom ever ask for charity, and 
are not found begging on street cor- 
ners. Many own their homes and 
are. respected citizens in (licit com- 
munity and even lake theii aged and 
infirm deaf out of poor bouses and 
maintain them with some OUtside 
help ill a lovely home in Central 
< Ollege, Ohio. The Shell ill suive 
lonmieml, that the printing and

Totally deal, he hears all over the 
world. Mute, lie understands the 
language of the far plaits. In trtirty- 
si\ countries of the globe his name is 
known, but his voice is never heard. 
And now 25,000 persons ait- asking 
Washington to abrogate federal re 

gulations in order that he may have 
a tongue, Introducing: Adolph J. 
Crajka, deaf-mute radio operator of 
2428 West 34th Place, Chicago, 
Illinois. 

Adolph is one of the world's most 
remarkable people. Totally unable 
to hear a sound he is a first-class 
operator. In his humble home where 
he sits through the long nights, and 
silent days, he has 900 QSL cards 
from "hams" from all over the world. 
He has never heard a signal from any 
of their stations. In place of ears that 
will not function. Adolph uses his 
eyes 'hat a recorder of his own 
design. 

Adolph "sees" radio signals. In- 
coming continental is logged on a tape 
and becomes to this man who lives in 
a world of silence, living speech from 
the oulside world. Thirty to forty 
words a minute hl's little chattering 
recorder plods away and through it 
Adolph Czajka knows the gossip of 
the air lanes. He saves his tape and 
sends it to fellow hams so they may 
see a picture of their sending -good 
or bad. And they thank him for it. 

It is the great dream of Adolph 's 
life to own a federal amateur license. 
Regulations provide that he must 
copy audable signals in order to be 
licensed as an operator. But a move- 
ment has been started by fellow opera- 
tors to have federal regulations waived 
in his behalf. The need is imperative. 
Through radio a new world has been 
opened to this man who cannot hear 
and who must depend upon the light- 
ning speed of his fingers for com- 
munication with others 

"I cannot be without my radio," he 
writes on his typewriter, with a world 
of pent-up feeling behind the words. 
I like very much to be radio ham or 
fan better than to run around on 
the street. 

And so Adolph stays home and list- 
ens to the world talk. There is the 
itch of brass in his fingers. He wants 
lo talk back. He knows ihe code. 
He i an handle a key. He knows how 
to build his transmitter. All he needs 
now is for Uncle Sam to temper re- 
gulations with discretion- ami help 
him get a license. 

"I made my own first ta|>e-recorder 
in 1925," he writes. "But it was only 
fair. It worked only 100 or 125 miles, 
but it picked up 32 amateur radio 
stations. I changed it again in 1928, 
and picked up more than 100 amateur 
and commercial stations. 1 made it 
over again in 1931 and this time pick- 
ed 800 QSL cards from amateur 
stations. I have been a student 
twelve years in radio without a 
ticket." 

Once he went up to get his ticket — 
his federal license. He was turned 
down because he could not hear. Now 
radio amateurs all over the country 
are signing a giant petition io have 
the license given lo him. 'There are 
a number of blind operators working 
the ham lanes. Adolph believes he 

is just as good with his perfect eyes, 

even though he Cannot hear and 
So do his fellow hams .mil 

oing io try to convince the 

federal communication commission of 
the fad. 

\ilo]ph's list oi letters and acknowl 
edgment cards is amazing, Letters 
from battleships, from commercial 
stations, from radio men all over the 
wot Id.

He suffered no pain in 
his last hour; receiving the blessing 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, his

English king ended, and with if, we 
may Iritfhliilly sa> . a great fort I 

the stable and orderely movement of 

civilization, whii li may prove not only 

a great Joss to the British Empire but 
to the world at large. He was a 
model king, beloved of his people as 
evidenced by the homage and affection 
so strikingly displayed on the OCC1 
of his recent Jubilee. He was a man 
of human feelings, with the desire to 
do right and to see that justice was 
done to all, no matter what their 
condition. Possessing these human 
qualities, which ever achieve wide- 
ad trust and confidence, he strove 
foi safe government that would tend 
to the welfare of the Uiitish nation, 
to which he was devoted heart and 
sold. He was faithful to a true 

comprehension of service, and it Is 

not surprising thai sin h a inlci
